Feudalism is a game for 50 people* There are K) states: The Anglo-Saxon Kingdom 
of Britain, the Byzantine (East Reason) Etapire, the njaraayyad Caliphate of Cordova, the 
Fatimtd Caliphate of Egypt, the Kingdom of France (Vest Francis), the Kingdom of Ger- 
many (Bast Francia), the Kingdom of Italy, the Kingdom of Hungary, the Kingdom of Nor- 
way, and the Grand Principality of Russia* Each state has. five feudal principalities 
(in Russia, e 0 g 9j , Kiev, Chernigov, Volhynia, Smolensk, Novgorod), each played by a 
different player* Bach state also has four otter territories (in Russia: Halich 9 
Suzdal, Pskov, and Pinak)<- . Many neutral states lie Between the major powers (e.g, 7 - 
Livonia, Finland, Poland, and Tn»tursiM lie near Russia),. The game is set in the 
year 1000 A o 0<, ; 

The rules are not yet completed} they are desired to duplicate the political and 
social situation of feudal Europe* One player Is Head of State (the Prince of Kiev ie 
nominal Grand Prince of Russia), but any player may collect one or more vassals and 
proclaim himself head of state* Since the military adventures of a state will depend 
on its unity at home, each player mast weigh personal ambition against the dangers of 
civil v^aTo 

The players also elect one of their number as Pope c This is a rather anomalous 
entity in my mind at the moment: the method of election and the powers to be given 
the Pope are uncertain (advice on this point is welcome) ,. Other possible elective 
positions: Holy Roman Bmperor, Kallf al-Islam, Patriarch of Constantinople (and maybe 
some others invented by players who want an excuse to unite) fl 

The beginning of this game will be delayed for some tins, yet 9 because of the 
large number of players still needed to fill iW__lh the meantime, the jaaps and rul&e 
mil be finished and sent out „ "Any suggestions for rules or method of play are wsl~ 
come and will be carefully considered before the final product is put out ~.

boundaries were in fact as indicated therein rather than as in the other sources named 
above,, The Hammond atlas, by the way, contains at least 21 major errors involving the 
existence of states, location of capitals, form of boundaries, &c» 

One departure from my normal procedure will be the assignment of countries on the 
basis of choice., If you would prefer to play one country over another, please send me 
a list of your choices in order of preferenoe 0 Try to send at least 5 choices, but 
you may rank all 10 nations if you wish. Five people will be assigned to each country 
It will be ay policy to avoid "clumping" persons from one geographical area in one
